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PREFACE 

THIS  volume  is  designed  as  a  book  o£  prayers 
suitable  for  personal  use,  for  the  family  altar, 
for  the  inspiration  and  guidance  of  the  ministry 
in  common  worship,  and  for  use  in  the  religious  in- 
struction of  youth  and  children; 

These  prayers,  gathered  from  ancient  and  modern 
sources,  should  bring  the  heart  of  the  devout  reader 
into  the  prayer  mood  and  cultivate  the  atmosphere 
of  prayer  in  personal  and  family  life.  Not  to  read  a 
prayer  but  to  be  a  prayer  is  the  chief  thing.  Thus 
the  Psalmist:  "My  soul  is  silence,  waiting  all  hushed 
for  God,"  as  Luther  translates.  Prayer  is  the  secret 
of  a  holy  life.  It  should  lead  into  the  joy  of  the  Lord 
and  reveal  the  secrets  of  his  presence.  Prayers  such 
as  these  not  only  cultivate  the  language  of  prayer 
but  set  the  heart  a-hungering  for  God.  The  essen- 
tial of  a  book  of  devotion  is  not  to  let  it  pray  for  us, 
but  to  "push  the  soul  off  into  the  sea  of  God";  to 
bring  one  into  the  practice  of  the  presence  of  God. 

The  Wesley  Sunday  Service  is  included  for  its 
historical  interest  as  well  as  its  value  as  a  book  of 
devotion.  It  reveals  the  fact  that  our  Ritual  roots 
back  into  the  liturgy  of  the  early  church.  The  text 
used  is  that  edited  by  Professor  Harrower.  In  mak- 
ing this  adaptation  from  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer 
of  the  Church  of  England,  Mr.  Wesley  wrote:  "I  be- 
lieve there  is  no  liturgy  in  the  world  either  in  ancient 
or  modern  languages  which  breathes  more  of  solid 
Scriptural  piety."  Its  occasional  use  may  tend  to 
enrich  our  form  of  worship. 

Happily  while  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  has 
instituted  a  stated  Order  of  Public  Worship,  yet  it 
has  ever  encouraged  the  exercise  of  free  prayer.  Too 
often  ministers,  neglecting  to  acquire  the  spirit  and 
gift   of   prayer,   have   offended   devout   and   sensitive

souls  "by  mean,  irregular  or  extravagant  effusions." 
If  in  our  worship  we  would  "adorn  the  gospel  of  God 
our  Saviour  in  all  things,"  cultivate  the  spirit  of 
reverence  and  promote  piety,  devout  study  must  be 
given  to  the  acquirement  of  noble,  clear,  and  uplift- 
ing expression  in  prayer. 

In  this  book  are  offered  not  only  ancient  and  vener- 
able forms  of  prayer  such  as  have  survived  the  usage 
of  centuries,  but  also  prayers  which  voice  the  needs 
and  desires  of  worshipers  in  the  living  church  of 
to-day  with  its  multiplied  forms  of  service. 

While  scores  of  books  have  added  their  treasures 
during  many  years  of  study  and  communion,  the  com- 
piler would  acknowledge  with  gratitude  permission 
to  make  use  of  copyright  material  in  the  devotional 
books  by  Mrs.  Mary  W.  Tileston,  Little,  Brown  &

6  His  going  forth  is  from  the  end  of  the  heaven, 
and  his  circuit  unto  the  ends  of  it :  and  there  is  nothing 
hid  from  the  heat  thereof. 

7  The  law  of  the  Lord  is  perfect,  converting  the 
soul:  the  testimony  of  the  Lord  is  sure,  making  wise 
the  simple. 

8  The  statutes  of  the  Lord  are  right,  repoicing  the 
heart:  the  commandment  of  the  Lord  is  pure,  en- 
lightening the  eyes. 

9  The  fear  of  the  Lord  is  clean,  enduring  for  ever:

things,  endureth  all  things.  Charity  never  faileth:  but 
whether  there  be  prophecies,  they  shall  fail;  whether 
there  be  tongues,  they  shall  cease;  whether  there  be 
knowledge,  it  shall  vanish  away.  For  we  know  in  part, 
and  we  prophesy  in  part.  But  when  that  which  is  per- 
fect is  come,  then  that  which  is  in  part  shall  be  done 
away.  When  I  was  a  child,  I  spake  as  a  child,  I  under- 
stood as  a  child,  I  thought  as  a  child:  but  when  I  be- 
came a  man,  I  put  away  childish  things.  For  now  we 
see  through  a  glass,  darkly ;  but  then  face  to  face :  now 
I  know  in  part;  but  then  shall  I  know  even  as  also 
I  am  known.

But  the  fruit  of  the 
Spirit  is  love,  joy,  peace,  longsuffering,  gentleness, 
goodness,  faith,  meekness,  temperance:  against  such 
there  is  no  law.  And  they  that  are  Christ's  have  cruci- 
fied the  flesh  with  the  affections  and  lusts.

T  BELIEVE  there  is  no  Liturgy  in  the  World,  either  in 
ancient  or  modern  language,  which  breathes  more  of  a 
solid,  Scriptural,  rational  Piety  than  the  Common  Prayer 
of  the  Church  of  England.  And  though  the  main  of  it 
was  compiled  considerably  more  than  two  hundred  years 
ago,  yet  is  the  language  of  it  not  only  pure,  but  strong  and 
elegant  in  the  highest  degree. 

Little  alteration  is  made  in  the  following  edition  of  it 
(which  I  recommend  to  our  Societies  in  America),  ex- 
cept in  the  following  instances : 

i.  Most  of  the  holy  days  (so  called)  are  omitted,  as  at 
present  answering  no  valuable  end. 

2.  The  Service  of  the  Lord's  Day,  the  length  of  which 
has  been  often  complained  of,  is  considerably  shortened. 

3.  Some  sentences  in  the  offices  of  Baptism,  and  for  -the 
Burial  of  the  Dead,  are  omitted;  and, 

4.  Many  Psalms  left  out,  and  many  parts  of  the  others, 
as  being  highly  improper  for  the  mouths  of  a  Christian 
Congregation.

[We  will  on  no  account  whatever  make  a  charge  for  administering 
Baptism.]  , 

Order  for  the  Administration  of  Baptism  to  Infants 

The  Minister,  coming  to  the  Font,  which  is  to  be  filled  with 
pure  Water,  shall  use  the  following: 

Dearly  Beloved,  forasmuch  as  God  in  his  great  mercy  hath 
entered  into  covenant  relation  with  man,  wherein  he  hath 
included  children  as  partakers  of  its  gracious  benefits ;  and 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  saith :  Suffer  the  little  children  to 
come  unto  me ;  forbid  them  not :  for  to  such  belongeth  the 
kingdom  of  God  ;  I  beseech  you  to  call  upon  God  the  Father, 
through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that  having,  of  his  bounteous 
mercy,  redeemed  this  child  by  the  blood   of  his   Son,  he  will 
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grant  that  he,  being  baptized  with  water,  may  also  be  baptized 
with  the  Holy  spirit,  be  received  into  Christ's  holy  Church, 
and  become  a  lively  Member  of  the  same. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  say : 

Let  us  pray. 

Almighty  and  everlasting  God,  who  by  thy  well-beloved 
Son  Jesus  Christ  gavest  commandment  to  go  into  all  the 
world  and  make  disciples  of  all  the  nations,  baptizing  them 
into  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy 
Spirit ;  we  beseech  thee,  that  of  thine  infinite  mercy  thou  wilt 
look  upon  this  child:  that  he,  being  saved  by  thy  grace,  and 
received  into  Christ's  holy  Church,  may  be  steadfast  in  faith, 
joyful  through  hope,  and  rooted  in  love,  and  may  so  over- 
come all  evil  that  finally  he  may  reign  with  thee,  world  with- 
out end,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.     Amen. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  address  the  Parents  or  other  Sponsors 
as  followeth : 

Dearly  Beloved,  forasmuch  as  this  child  is  now  presented 
by  you  for  Christian  Baptism,  and  is  thus  consecrated  to 
God  and  to  his  Church,  it  is  your  part  and  duty  to  see  that 
he  be  taught,  as  soon  as  he  shall  be  able  to  learn,  the  nature 
and  end  of  this  Holy  Sacrament ;  that  he  shall  read  the  Holy 
Scriptures  and  learn  the  Lord's  Prayer,  the  Ten  Command- 
ments, the  Apostles'  Creed  and  the  Catechism ;  and  that  he 
be  instructed  in  the  principles  of  our  Holy  Faith  and  the 
nature  of  the  Christian  life.  And  ye  shall  call  upon  him  to 
give  reverent  attendance  upon  the  appointed  means  of  grace, 
such  as  the  ministry  of  the  Word,  and  the  public  and  private 
worship  of  God ;  and  that  in  every  way,  by  precept  and  ex- 
ample, ye  shall  seek  to  lead  him  into  the  love  of  God  and  the 
service  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.

Hear  the  words  of  the  Gospel,  written  by  St.   Mark.      [Chap.

And  they  were  bringing  unto  him  little  children,  that  he 
should  touch  them :  and  the  disciples  rebuked  them.  But 
when  Jesus  saw  it,  he  was  moved  with  indignation,  and  said 
unto  them,  Suffer  the  little  children  to  come  unto  me ;  forbid 
them  not :  for  to  such  belongeth  the  kingdom  of  God.     Verily 
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I  say  unto  you,  Whosoever  shall  not  receive  the  kingdom  of 
God  as  a  little  child,  he  shall  in  no  wise  enter  therein.  And 
he  took  them  in  his  arms,  and  blessed  them,  laying  his  hands 
upon  them. 

Then  the  Minister  may  take  the  Child  in  his  arms,  and  say 
to  the  Parents  or  other  Sponsors:

may  continue  lively  Members  of  the  same. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  say:

Then  shall  be  said  by  the  Minister  and  people,  all  kneeling: 

The  Lord's  Prayer. 

Then  may   the  Minister  conclude   with   extemporary  Prayer* 
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Form  for  Receiving  Persons  into  the  Church  as  Pre- 
paratory Members 


[The  use  of  this  form  is  discretionary  with  the  minister.] 

Those  who  are  to  be  received  into  the  Church  as  Preparatory 
Members  may  be  called  forward  by  name,  and  the  Minister, 
addressing  the  Congregation,  shall  say : 

Dearly  Beloved  Brethren,  that  none  may  be  admitted 
liastily  into  the  Church,  we  receive  persons  who  seek  fellow- 
ship with  us  on  profession  of  faith  into  a  preparatory  mem- 
bership ;  in  which  proof  may  be  made,  both  to  themselves 
and  to  the  Church,  of  the  sincerity  and  depth  of  their  con- 
victions and  of  the  strength  of  their  purpose  to  lead  a  new 
life. 

The  persons  here  present  desire  to  be  so  admitted.  You 
will  hear  their  answers  to  the  questions  put  to  them,  and  if 
you  make  no  objection  they  will  be  received. 

It  is  needful,  however,  that  you  be  reminded  of  your  own 
responsibility,  as  having  previously  entered  this  holy  fellow- 
ship and  now  representing  the  Church  into  which  they  seek 
admission.  Inasmuch  as  they  should  find  in  you  holy  ex- 
amples of  life  and  loving  help  in  the  true  serving  of  their 
Lord  and  ours,  I  beseech  you  so  to  order  your  own  lives  that 
these  new  disciples  may  take  no  detriment  from  you,  but 
that  it  may  ever  be  to  them  a  cause  for  thanksgiving  to  God 
that  they  were  led  into  this  fellowship. 

Then,  addressing  the  Persons  seeking  Admission  as  Prepara- 
tory Members,  the  Minister  shall  say: 

Dearly  Beloved,  you  have,  by  the  grace  of  God,  made  your 
decision  to  follow  Christ  and  to  serve  him.  Your  confidence 
in  so  doing  is  not  to  be  based  on  any  notion  of  fitness  or 
worthiness  in  yourselves,  but  on  the  gracious  promise  of  God, 
through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  who  loved  us  and  gave  him- 
self for  us. 
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That  the  Church  may  know  your  purpose,  you  will  answer 
the  following  questions  : 

Have  you  an  earnest  desire  to  be  saved  from  your  sins  ? 

Answer.     I  have. 

Will  you  guard  against  all  things  contrary  to  the  teaching 
of  God's  Word,  and  endeavor  to  lead  a  holy  life,  following 
the  commandments  of  God? 

Answer.     I  will  endeavor  so  to  do. 

Will  you  give  reverent  attendance  upon  the  appointed 
means  of  grace  in  the  ministry  of  the  Word,  and  in  the 
private  and  public  worship  of  God? 

Answer.     With  the  help  of  God,  I  will. 

The    Minister    shall    then    welcome    the    Candidates    as    Pre- 
paratory Members,  and  may  assign  them  to  classes. 

Then    may    the   Minister   offer    extemporary   Prayer. 

Form  for   Receiving   Persons   into   the    Church   from 
Preparatory  Membership 

On  the  day  appointed,  all  that  are  to  be  received  into  the 
Church  shall  be  called  forward,  and  the  Minister,  address- 
ing the  Congregation,  shall  say : 

Dearly  Beloved,  the  Scriptures  teach  us  that  the  Church 
is  the  household  of  God,  the  body  of  which  Christ  is  the 
head ;  and  that  it  is  the  design  of  the  gospel  to  bring  together 
in  one  all  who  are  in  Christ.  The  end  of  this  fellowship  is 
the  salvation  of  men  and  the  establishment  of  the  kingdom  of 
God  upon  earth.  As  helps  thereto  the  Church  is  charged 
with  the  maintenance  of  sound  doctrine  and  of  the  ordinances 
of  Christian  worship,  and  with  the  exercise  of  that  power 
of  godly  admonition  and  discipline  which  Christ  has  com- 
mitted to  her  for  the  promotion  of  holiness.  The  duties  of 
those  united  in  this  fellowship  are  to  continue  steadfast  in 
the  faith  and  practice  of  the  gospel ;  to  promote  the  peace 
and  unity  of  the  Church  ;  to  labor  for  the  spread  of  love  and 
righteousness  ;  and  by  word  and  deed  to  bring  others  into  the 
fold   of  Jesus   Christ. 

Into  this  holy  fellowship  the  persons  before  you,  who  have 
already  received  the  sacrament  of  Baptism  and  have  been 
under  instruction  in  the  doctrines  of  Holy  Scripture  as  taught 
by  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  come  seeking  admission. 
We  now  propose,  in  the  fear  of  God,  to  question  them  as  to 
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their  faith   and  purposes,   that  you  may  know  that  they   are 
proper  persons  to  be  admitted  into  the  Church. 

Then,  addressing  the  Persons  seeking  Admission,  the  Minis- 
ter shall  say: 

Dearly  Beloved,  you  are  come  hither  seeking  the  great 
privilege  of  union  with  the  Church  our  Saviour  has  purchased 
with  his  own  blood.  We  rejoice  in  the  grace  of  God  vouch- 
safed unto  you  in  that  he  has  called  you  to  be  his  followers, 
and  that  thus  far  you  ha\e  run  well.  You  have  heard  how 
solemn  are  the  duties  of  membership  in  Christ's  Church ; 
and  before  you  are  fully  admitted  thereto,  it  is  proper  that 
you  do  here  publicly  renew  your  vows,  confess  your  faith, 
and  declare  your  purpose,  by  answering  the  following  ques- 
tions : 

Do  you  here,  in  the  presence  of  God  and  of  this  Congrega- 
tion, renew  the  solemn  promise  contained  in  the  Baptismal 
Covenant,  ratifying  and  confirming  the  same,  and  acknowl- 
edging yourselves  bound  faithfully  to  observe  and  keep  that 
Covenant? 

Answer.     I   do. 

Do  you  receive  Jesus  Christ  as  your  Saviour,  and  do  you 
confess  him  as  your  Lord  and  Master? 

Answer.     I   do. 

Do  you  believe  in  the  Doctrines  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  as 
set  forth  in  the  Articles  of  Religion  of  the  Methodist  Episco- 
pal  Church? 

Answer.     I   do. 

Will  you  contribute  of  your  earthly  substance,  according  to 
your  ability,  to  the  support  of  the  Gospel  and  the  various 
benevolent  enterprises   of  the   Church  ? 

Answer.     I  will. 

Will  you  cheerfully  be  governed  by  the  Rules  of  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church,  hold  sacred  the  Ordinances  of  God, 
and  endeavor,  as  much  as  in  you  lies,  to  promote  the  welfare 
of  your  brethren  and  the  advancement  of  the  Redeemer's 
kingdom? 

Answer.     I  will. 

Then,    the    Candidates   kneeling,   the  .  Minister  shall  say: 

Defend,  O  Lord,  these  thy  servants  with  thy  heavenly 
grace ;   that  they  may   continue  thine   forever ;   and  daily   in- 
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crease  in  thy  Holy   Spirit,  more  and  more,  until   they  come 
unto  thy  everlasting  kingdom.     Amen. 

Then   the  Minister,   extending   the   right  hand   of  fellowship, 
shall  say  to  the  Candidates : 

We  welcome  you  to  the  communion  of  the  Church  of  God ; 
and,  in  testimony  of  our  Christian  affection  and  the  cordiality 
with  which  we  receive  you,  I  hereby  extend  to  you  the*  right 
hand  of  fellowship  :  and  may  God  grant  that  you  may  be  a 
faithful  and  useful  Member  of  the  Church  militant  till  you 
are  called  to  the  fellowship  of  the  Church  triumphant,  which 
is  "without  fault  before  the  throne  of  God." 

Form    for    Receiving    Children    as    Members    of    the 
Church 

We  regard  all  children  who  have  been  baptized  as  standing  in 
covenant  relation  to  God,  and  as  preparatory  members  under  the 
special  care  and  supervision  of  the  Church.  Whenever  baptized  chil- 
dren shall  understand  the  obligations  of  religion,  and  shall  give 
evidence  of  piety,  they  may  be  admitted  into  full  membership  in  the 
Church.     See  Discipline,  paragraphs  49  to  54.- 

At  the  appointed  time,  the  Minister  shall  read  the  names  of 
the  children  to  be  received;  and,  after  they  have  come 
forward,  he  shall  say  to  the  Congregation : 

Dearly  Beloved,  these  persons  here  present  before  you  are 
baptized  children  of  the  Church,  who,  having  arrived  at  the 
years  of  discretion,  desire  now  to  confirm  the  vows  of  their 
baptism  and  to  enter  upon  the  active  duties  and  the  full 
privileges  of  membership  in  the  Church  of  Christ.  They  have 
been  duly  instructed  as  to  the  truths  of  the  Christian  faith, 
and  have  been  examined  as  to  their  fitness  for  such  member- 
ship. Before  they  assume  the  required  vows,  let  us  invoke 
on  their  behalf  the  gracious  blessing  of  God  our  Father,  and 
the#  continued  presence  of  the  Holy  Spirit  who  hath  inclined 
their  hearts  to  this  end. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  say: 

Let  us  pray. 

Almighty  and  everliving  God,  who  hast  appointed  unto 
children  a  place  in  thy  kingdom,  and  through  thy  well  be- 
loved Son  didst  give  unto  them  thy  blessing,  we  beseech  thee 
that  thou  wilt  visit  with  thy  favor  the  homes  of  this  congre- 
gation, and  fill  the  hearts  of  all  parents  with  the  fear  of  God 
and  the  spirit  of  wisdom  and  love.  W^e  pray  that  thy  church 
may  be  faithful  in  the  nurture  of  those  committed  to  her 
care.     Let  thy  blessing  rest  upon  these,  thy  children,  whom 
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thou  hast  graciously  inclined  to  thy  service  and  to  the  fel- 
lowship of  thy  people.  We  beseech  thee,  that  thou  wilt  so 
further  them  by  thy  grace  and  direct  them  by  thy  Spirit,  that 
they  may^  be  faithful  servants  in  thy  kingdom  on  earth,  and 
finally  reign  with  thee  in  thy  kingdom  above,  through  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord.     Amen. 

m  Then  shall  the  Minister  say : 

Hear  the  words  of  the  Gospel  as  written  by  St.  Luke 
(Chap  2.  40-52). 

Then  shall  the  Minister  address  the  Persons  seeking  Admis- 
sion  as  foil  oil's  : 

Dearly  Beloved,  we  rejoice  in  the  grace  of  God  in  that  he 
has  brought  you  to  this  place,  and  by  his  Spirit  has  con- 
firmed you  in  your  purpose  to  serve  him  and  to  live  in  the 
fellowship  of  the  Church  of  Christ.  It  is  needful  now  that 
you  should  declare  your  faith  and  purpose  in  the  presence 
of   this    congregation    by    answering   the    following   questions : 

Do  you  receive  Jesus  Christ  as  your  Saviour,  and  do  you 
confess  him  as  your  Lord  and  Master  ? 

Answer.     I  do. 

Do  you  receive  and  profess  the  Christian  Faith  as  con- 
tained in  the  New  Testament  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ? 

Answer.     I  do. 

Will  you  be  loyal  to  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and 
uphold  it  by  your  prayer,  your  presence,  your  gifts,  and  your 
service  ? 

Answer.     I  will. 

Then,  the  Candidates  kneeling,  the  Minister  shall  say: 

Defend,  O  Lord,  these  thy  Children  with  thy  heavenly 
grace,  that  they  may  continue  thine  forever,  and  daily  in- 
crease in  thy  Holy  Spirit  more  and  more,  until  they  come 
unto  thy  everlasting  kingdom.     Amen. 

Then   the   Minister,    extending   the   right   hand   of   fellowship, 
shall  say   to   the  Candidates : 

We  welcome  you  to  the  communion  of  the  Church  of  God ; 
and,  in  testimony  of  our  Christian  affection  and  the  cordiality 
with  which  we  receive  you,  I  hereby  extend  to  you  the  right 
hand  of  fellowship  :  and  may  God  grant  that  you  may  be  a 
faithful  and  useful  Member  of  the  Church  militant  till  you 
are  called  to  the  fellowship  of  the  Church  triumphant,  which 
is  "without  fault  before  the  throne  of  God." 


THE    SACRAMENT    OF   THE   LORD'S    SUPPER, 
OR  THE  HOLY  COMMUNION 

[Let  the  pure,  unfermented  juice  of  the  grape  be  used  in  adminis- 
tering the  Lord's  Supper.] 

[Let  persons  who  have  scruples  concerning  the  receiving  of  the 
Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  kneeling  be  permitted  to  receive  it 
either  standing  or  sitting.]1 


Order   for   the  Administration  of   the   Lord's   Supper 


[If  the  Minister  so  desire,  he  may  here  use  the  Ten  Command- 
ments, with  responses  by  the  people,  as  contained  in  the  Hymnal, 
Number  738.] 

The  Minister  shall  say  one  or  more  of  these  Sentences,  dur- 
ing the  reading  of  which  the  Persons  appointed  for  that 
purpose  shall  receive  the  Offering  for  the  Poor : 

Lay  not  up  for  yourselves  treasures  upon  the  earth,  where 
moth  and  rust  consume,  and  where  thieves  break  through 
and  steal :  but  lay  up  for  yourselves  treasures  in  heaven ; 
wrhere  neither  moth  nor  rust  doth  consume,  and  where  thieves 
do  not  break  through  nor  steal  :  for  where  thy  treasure  is, 
there  will  thy  heart  be  also.     [Matt.  6.  19-21.] 

All  things  therefore  whatsoever  ye  would  that  men  should 
do  unto  you,  even  so  do  ye  also  unto  them :  for  this  is  the 
law  and  the  prophets.     [Matt.  7.  12.] 

Not  every  one  that  saith  unto  me,  Lord,  Lord,  shall  enter 
into  the  kingdom  of  heaven ;  but  he  that  doeth  the  will  of 
my  Father  who  is  in  heaven.     [Matt.  7.  21.] 

Zacchaeus  stood,  and  said  unto  the  Lord,  Behold,  Lord,  the 
half  of  my  goods  I  give  to  the  poor ;  and  if  I  have  wrong- 
fully exacted  aught  of  any  man,  I  restore  fourfold.

After  which  the  Minister  shall  give  the  following  Invitation, 
the  People  standing:

and  not  for  ours  only,  but  also  for  the  whole  world. 

Wherefore  ye  that  do  truly  and  earnestly  repent  of  your 
sins,  and  are  in  love  and  charity  with  your  neighbors,  and 
intend  to  lead  a  new  life,  following  the  commandments  of 
God,  and  walking  from  henceforth  in  his  holy  ways,  draw 
near  with  faith,  and  take  this  holy  Sacrament  to  your  com- 
fort; and,  devoutly  kneeling,  make  your  humble  confession 
to  Almighty   God. 

Then  shall  this  general  Confession  be  made  by  the  Minister 
and  all  those  who  are  minded  to  receive  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, he  and  all  the  People  devoutly  kneeling  and  say- 
ing : 

Almighty  God,  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  Maker 
of  all  things,  Judge  of  all  men,  we  acknowledge  and  bewail 
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our  manifold  sins  and  wickedness,  which  we  from  time  to 
time  most  grievously  have  committed,  by  thought,  word, 
and  deed,  against  thy  Divine  Majesty,  provoking  most  justly 
thy  wrath  and  indignation  against  us.  We  do  earnestly 
repent,  and  are  heartily  sorry  for  these  our  misdoings; 
the  remembrance  of  them  is  grievous  unto  us.  Have  mercy 
upon  us,  have  mercy  upon  us,  most  merciful  Father;  for 
thy  Son,  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ's  sake,  forgive  us  all  that 
is  past;  and  grant  that  we  may  ever  hereafter  serve  and 
please  thee  in  newness  of  lift,  to  the  honor  and  glory  of 
thy  name,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.     Amen. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  say : 

Almighty  God,  our  heavenly  Father,  who  of  thy  great 
mercy  hast  promised  forgiveness  of  sins  to  all  them  that  with 
hearty  repentance  and  true  faith  turn  unto  thee,  have  mercy 
upon  us ;  pardon  and  deliver  us  from  all  our  sins ;  confirm 
and  strengthen  us  in  all  goodness  ;  and  bring  us  to  everlast- 
ing life,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.     Amen. 

This  Collect  shall  then  be  said  by  the  Minister  and  those  in- 
tending to  receive  the  Holy  Communion : 

Almighty  God,  unto  whom  all  hearts  are  open,  all  desires 
known,  and  from  whom  no  secrets  are  hid,  cleanse  the 
thoughts  of  our  hearts  by  the  inspiration  of  thy  Holy 
Spirit,  that  we  may  perfectly  love  thee,  and  worthily 
magnify  thy  holy  name,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 
Amen. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  say : 

We  do  not  presume  to  come  to  this  thy  table,  O  merciful 
Lord,  trusting  in  our  own  righteousness,  but  in  thy  manifold 
and  great  mercies.  We  are  not  worthy  so  much  as  to  gather 
up  the  crumbs  under  thy  table.  But  thou  art  the  same  Lord, 
whose  property  is  always  to  have  mercy.  Grant  us,  there- 
fore, gracious  Lord,  so  to  eat  the  flesh  of  thy  dear  Son  Jesus 
Christ,  and  to  drink  his  blood,  that  we  may  live  and  grow 
thereby ;  and  that,  being  washed  through  his  most  precious 
blood,  we  may  evermore  dwell  in  him,  and  he  in  us.     Amen. 

Then    the   Minister   shall    offer   the    Prayer   of    Consecration, 
as  followeth : 

Almighty  God,  our  heavenly  Father,  who  of  thy  tender 
mercy  didst  give  thine  only  Son  Jesus  Christ  to  suffer  death 
upon  the  cross  for  our  redemption  ;  who  made  there,  by  his 
oblation  of  himself  once  offered,  a  full,  perfect,  and  sufficient 
sacrifice  for  the  sins  of  the  whole  world ;  and  did  institute, 
and  in  his  holy  Gospel  command  us  to  continue,  a  perpetual

Then  shall  the  Minister  receive  the  Communion  in  both  kinds, 
and  proceed  to  deliver  the  same  to  the  other  Ministers,  if 
any  be  present;  after  which  he  shall  say: 

It  is  very  meet,  right,  and  our  bounden  duty  that  we  should 
at  all  times  and  in  all  places  give  thanks  unto  thee,  O  Lord, 
Holy  Father,  Almighty,  Everlasting  God. 

Then  shall  be  said  or  sung  by  all  the  people : 

[The  Hymnal,   741.] 

Therefore  with  angels  and  archangels,  and  with  all  the 
company  of  heaven,  we  laud  and  magnify  thy  glorious 
name,  evermore  praising  thee,  and  saying,  Holy,  Holy,  Holy, 
Lord  God  of  Hosts,  heaven  and  earth  are  full  of  thy  glory. 
Glory  be  to  thee,  O  Lord  most  high!     Amen. 

The  Minister  shall  then  proceed  to  administer  the  Communion 
to  the  People  in  order,  kneeling,  into  their  uncovered 
hands;  and  when  he  deliver eth  the  Bread,  he  shall  say: 

The  body  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  which  was  given  for 
thee,  preserve  thy  soul  and  body  unto  everlasting  life.  Take 
and  eat  this  in  remembrance  that  Christ  died  for  thee;  and 
feed  on  him  in  thy  heart  by  faith,  with  thanksgiving. 

And  the  Minister  that  delivereth  the  Cup  shall  say: 

The  blood  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  which  was  shed  for 
thee,  preserve  thy  soul  and  body  unto  everlasting  life.     Drink 
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this  in  remembrance  that  Christ's  blood  was  shed  for  thee, 
and  be  thankful, 

[If  the  Consecrated  bread  or  wine  shall  be  all  spent  before  all 
have  communed,  the  Elder  may  Consecrate  more  by  repeating  the 
Prayer  of  Consecration.] 

[When  all  have  communed,  the  Minister  shall  return  to  the  Lord's 
table  and  place  upon  it  what  remaineth  of  the  Consecrated  elements, 
covering  the   same  with  a  fair  linen  cloth.] 

Then    shall    the    Elder    say    the    Lord's   Prayer;    the    People 
kneeling,    and    repeating    after    him    every    petition. 

After   which   the  Minister   and  People  shall  say: 

O  Lord  our  heavenly  Father,  we  thy  humble  servants 
desire  thy  Fatherly  goodness  mercifully  to  accept  this  our 
sacrifice  of  praise  and  thanksgiving;  most  humbly  beseech- 
ing thee  to  grant,  that,  by  the  merits  and  death  of  thy  Son 
Jesus  Christ,  and  through  faith  in  his  blood,  we  and  thy 
whole  Church  may  obtain  forgiveness  of  our  sins,  and  all 
other  benefits  of  his  passion.  And  here  we  offer  and 
present  unto  thee,  O  Lord,  ourselves,  our  souls  and  bodies, 
to  be  a  reasonable,  holy,  and  lively  sacrifice  unto  thee; 
humbly  beseeching  thee  that  all  we  who  are  partakers  of 
this  Holy  Communion  may  be  filled  with  thy  grace  and 
heavenly  benediction.  And  although  we  be  unworthy, 
through  our  manifold  sins,  to  offer  unto  thee  any  sacrifice, 
yet  we  beseech  thee  to  accept  this  our  bounden  duty  and 
service;  not  weighing  our  merits,  but  pardoning  our  offenses, 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord;  by  whom,  and  with  whom, 
in  the  unity  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  all  honor  and  glory  be 
unto  thee,  O  Father  Almighty,  world  without  end.    Amen. 

Then  shall   be  said  or  sung  by   all   the  People  standing: 
[The  Hymnal,   742.] 

Glory  be  to  God  on  high,  and  on  earth  peace,  good  will 
toward  men!  We  praise  thee,  we  bless  thee,  we  worship 
thee,  we  glorify  thee,  we  give  thanks  to  thee  for  thy  great 
glory,  O  Lord  God,  heavenly  King,  God  the  Father  Al- 
mighty! 

O  Lord,  the  only  begotten  Son  Jesus  Christ:  O  Lord 
God,  Lamb  of  God,  Son  of  the  Father,  that  takest  away  the 
sins  of  the  world,  have  mercy  upon  us.  Thou  that  takest 
away  the  sins  of  the  world,  have  mercy  upon  us.  Thou 
that  takest  away  the  sins  of  the  world,  receive  our  prayer. 
Thou  that  sittest  at  the  right  hand  of  God  the  Father,  have 
mercy  upon  us.  For  thou  only  art  holy;  thou  only  art  the 
Lord;  thou  only,  O  Christ,  with  the  Holy  Ghost,  art  most 
high  in  the  glory  of  God  the  Father.     Amen. 
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Then  the  Minister  shall  let  the  People  depart  with  this 
'Blessing: 

The  peace  of  God,  which  passeth  all  understanding,  keep 
your  hearts  and  minds  in^  the  knowledge  and  love  of  God, 
and  of  his  Son  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord :  and  the  blessing  of 
God  Almighty,  the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Spirit, 
be  among  you,  and  remain  with  you  always.     Amen. 

[The  Minister  is  expected  to  use  the  full  form,  but,  if  straitened 
for  time  in  the  usual  administration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  he 
may  omit  any  part  of  the  service,  except  the  Invitation,  the  Confes- 
sion, and  the  Prayer  of  Consecration;  and  in  its  administration  to 
the  sick  he  may  omit  any  part  of  the  service  except  the  Confession, 
the  Prayer  of  Consecration,  and  the  usual  sentences  in  delivering  the 
Bread  and  Wine,  closing  with  the  Lord's  Prayer,  extemporary  sup- 
ination, and  the  Benediction.] 


MATRIMONY 


Form  for  the  Solemnization  of  Matrimony 


[The  parts  in  brackets  throughout  may  be  used  or  not  at 
discretion.] 

At  the  time  appointed,  the  persons  to  be  married — having 
been  qualified  according  to  law — standing  together,  the 
Man  on  the  right  hand  and  the  Woman  on  the  left,  the 
Minister  shall  say: 

Dearly  Beloved,  we  are  gathered  together  here  in  the  sight 
of  God,  and  in  the  presence  of  these  witnesses,  to  join  to- 
gether this  man  and  this  woman  in  holy  Matrimony ;  which 
is  an  honorable  estate,  instituted  of  God  in  the  time  of  man's 
innocency,  signifying  unto  us  the  mystical  union  that  exists 
between  Christ  and  his  Church ;  which  holy  estate  Christ 
adorned  and  beautified  with  his  presence,  and  first  miracle 
that  he  wrought,  in  Cana  of  Galilee  ;  and  therefore  is  not  by 
any  to  be  entered  into  unadvisedly,  but  reverently,  discreetly, 
and  in  the  fear  of  God. 

Into-which  holy  estate  these  two  persons  present  come  now 
to  be  joined.  Therefore  if  any  can  show  just  cause  why 
they  may  not  lawfully  be  joined  together,  let  him  now  speak, 
or  else  hereafter  forever  hold  his  peace. 

[And  also  speaking  unto  the  Persons  that  are  to  be  married, 
the  Minister  shall  say : 

I  require  and  charge  you  both,  that  if  either  of  you  know 
any  impediment  why  ye  may  not  be  lawfully  joined  together 
in  matrimony,  ye  do  now  confess  it :  for  be  ye  well  assured, 
that  so  many  as  are  married  otherwise  than  God's  Word  doth 
allow,  are  not  joined  together  by  God,  neither  is  their 
matrimony  lawful.] 

//  no  impediment  be  alleged,  then  shall  the  Minister  say  unto 
the   Man,   using   his  given   name: 

M.,  wilt  thou  have  this  woman  to  be  thy  wedded  wife,   to 
live    together    after    God's    ordinance    in    the    holy    estate    of 
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matrimony?  Wilt  thou  love  her,  comfort  her,  honor  and 
keep  her,  in  sickness  and  in  health  ;  ancT  forsaking  all  other, 
keep  thee  only  unto  her,  so  long  as  ye  both  shall  live? 

The  Man  shall  answer: 

I   will. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  say  unto  the  Woman,  using  her  given 
name : 

N.,  wilt  thou  have  this  man  to  be  thy  wedded  husband,  to 
live  together  after  God's  ordinance  in  the  holy  estate  of  matri- 
mony ?  Wilt  thou  love  him,  comfort  him,  honor  and  keep 
him,  in  sickness  and  in  health  ;  and  forsaking  all  other,  keep 
thee  only  unto  him,  so  long  as  ye  both  shall  live? 

The  Woman  shall  answer: 

I   will. 

[Then  shall  the  Minister  say : 

Who   giveth   this   Woman   to   be   married   to   this   Man?] 

[Answer:   I  do.] 

[Then  the  Minister  shall  cause  the  Man  with  his  right  hand 
to  take  the  Woman  by  her  right  hand,  and,  using  the  given 
names,  to  say  after  him  as  followeth : 

I,  M.,  take  thee,  N.,  to  be  my  wedded  wife,  to  have  and 
to  hold,  from  this  day  forward,  for  better,  for  worse,  for 
richer,  for  poorer,  in  sickness  and  in  health,  to  love  and  to 
cherish,  till  death  us  do  part,  according  to  God's  holy  ordi- 
nance ;  and  thereto  I  plight  thee  my  faith. 

Then  shall  they  loose  their  hands,  and  the  Woman,  with  her 
right  hand  taking  the  Man  by  his  right  hand,  shall  likewise 
say  after  the  Minister: 

I,  N.,  take  thee,  M.,  to  be  my  wedded  husband,  to  have  and 
to  hold,  from  this  day  forward,  for  better,  for  worse,  for 
richer,  for  poorer,  in  sickness  and  in  health,  to  love  and 
to  cherish,  till  death  us  do  part,  according  to  God's  holy 
ordinance  ;  and  thereto  I  plight  thee  my  faith.] 

[//  the  parties  desire  it,  the  Man  shall  here  hand  a  Ring 
to  the  Minister,  who  shall  return  it  to  him,  and  direct  him 
to  place  it  on  the  third  linger  of  the  Woman's  left  hand. 
And  the  Man  shall  say  to  the  Woman,  repeating  after  the 

Minister : 

With  this  ring  I  thee  wed,  and  with  my  worldly  goods   I 
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thee  endow,  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and 
of  the  Holy   Spirit.     Amen.] 

Then  shall  the  Minister  pray  thus: 

O  Eternal  God,  Creator  and  Preserver  of  all  mankind, 
Giver  of  all  spiritual  grace,  the  Author  of  everlasting  life : 
send  thy  blessing  upon  these  thy  servants,  this  man  and  this 
woman,  whom  we  bless  in  thy  name ;  that  they  may  surely 
perform  and  keep  the  vow  and  covenant  between  them  made, 
and  may  ever  remain  in  perfect  love  and  peace  together,  and 
live  according  to  thy  laws,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 
Amen. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  join  their  right  hands  together,  and 
say,  using  the  given  names: 

Forasmuch  as  M.  and  N.  have  consented  together  in  holy 
wedlock,  and  have  witnessed  the  same  before  God  and  this 
company,  and  thereto  have  pledged  their  faith  either  to 
other,  and  have  declared  the  same  by  joining  of  hands  [and 
by  giving  and  receiving  a  ring]  ;  I  pronounce  that  they  are 
husband  and  wife  together,  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and 
of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  Those  whom  God  hath 
joined  together,  let  not  man  put  asunder.     Amen. 

And   the  Minister  shall  add   this  Blessing: 

God,  the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Spirit,  bless,  pre- 
serve, and  keep  you ;  the  Lord  mercifully  with  his  favor 
look  upon  you ;  and  so  fill  you  with  all  spiritual  benediction 
and  grace,  that  ye  may  so  live  together  in  this  life  that  in 
the  world  to  come  ye  may  have  life  everlasting.     Amen. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  and  the  People   together  repeat  the 
Lord's   Prayer. 

The  peace  of  God,  which  passeth  all  understanding,  keep 
your  hearts  and  minds  in  the  knowledge  and  love  of  God, 
and  of  his  Son  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord :  and  the  blessing  of 
God  Almighty,  the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Spirit, 
be  among  you,  and  remain  with  you  always.     Amen, 
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[We  will  on  no  account  whatever  make  a  charge  for 
burying   the    dead.] 


Form  for  Burial  of  the  Dead 


The   Minister,  going  before   the  Body,   shall  say: 

I  am  the  resurrection,  and  the  life :  he  that  believeth  on 
me,  though  he  die,  yet  shall  he  live ;  and  whosoever  liveth 
and  believeth  on  me  shall  never  die.     [John  n.  25,  26.] 

For  we  know  that  if  the  earthly  house  of  our  tabernacle  be 
dissolved,  we  have  a  building  from  God,  a  house  not  made 
with  hands,  eternal,  in  the  heavens.      [2  Cor.  5.   1.] 

And  I  saw  no  temple  therein :  for  the  Lord  God  the  Al- 
mighty, and  the  Lamb,  are  the  temple  thereof.  And  the  city 
hath  no  need  of  the  sun,  neither  of  the  moon,  to  shine  upon 
it :  for  the  glory  of  God  did  lighten  it,  and  the  lamp  thereof 
is  the   Lamb.      [Rev.   21.   22,   23.] 

In  the  House  or  Church  may   be  read  one   of  the  following 
Psalms : 

Psalm  23. 

Psalm  90.   1,  2,  4-6,   12,   14,   16,   17. 

Then  may  follow  the  reading  of  the  Epistle,  as  follows: 

1   Corinthians   15.  41-49,  53-58. 

Or  this: 
John   14.   1-3,   15-20,   25-27. 

Or  this: 
Revelation  7.  9-17. 

At  the  Grave,  when  the  Body  is  laid  in  the  Earth,  the  Minis- 
ter shall  say : 

Lord,  make  me  to  know  mine  end,  and  the  measure  of  my 
days,  what  it  is  ;  that  I  may  know  how  frail  I  am. 

In  the  midst  of  life  we  are  in  death :  of  whom  may  we 
seek  for  succor,  but  of  thee,  O  Lord,  who  for  our  sins  art 
justly  displeased? 
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Yet,  O  Lord  God  most  holy,  O  Lord  most  mighty,  deliver 
us  not  into  the  bitter  pains  of  eternal  death ;  but  grant  us 
everlasting  life  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Saviour  and  Re- 
deemer.    Amen. 

Then,  while  the  Earth  may  be  cast  upon  the  Body  by  some 
standing   by,    the   Minister   shall   say : 

Forasmuch  as  the  spirit  of  the  departed  hath  returned  to 
the  God  who  gave  it,  we  therefore  commit  his  body  to  the 
ground,  earth  to  earth,  ashes  to  ashes,  dust  to  dust ;  looking 
for  the  general  resurrection  in  the  last  day,  and  the  life  of 
the  world  to  come,  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ;  at  whose 
second  coming  in  glorious  majesty  to  judge  the  world,  the 
earth  and  the  sea  shall  give  up  their  dead ;  and  the  cor- 
ruptible bodies  of  those  who  sleep  in  him  shall  be  changed 
and  made  like  unto  his  own  glorious  body ;  according  to  the 
mighty  working  whereby  he  is  able  to  subdue  all  things  unto 
himself. 

Then  shall  be  said: 

I  heard  a  voice  from  heaven  saying,  Write,  Blessed  are  the 
dead  who  die  in  the  Lord  from  henceforth :  yea,  saith  the 
Spirit,  that  they  may  rest  from  their  labors ;  for  their  works 
follow  with  them. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  say : 

Lord,  have  mercy  upon  us. 

Response  Christ,   have    mercy   upon   us. 

Lord,   have  mercy  upon  us. 

Then  the  Minister  may  offer  this  Prayer:. 

Almighty  God,  with  whom  do  live  the  spirits  of  those  who? 
depart  hence  in  the  Lord,  and  with  whom  the  souls;  o£  the 
faithful  after  death  are  in  joy  and  felicity :  we  give-,  thee 
hearty  thanks  for  the  good  examples  of  all  those  thy  servants, 
who,  having  finished  their  course  in  faith,  do  now  rest!  from 
their  labors.  And  we  beseech  thee,  that  we,  with  all  those 
who  are  departed  in  the  true  faith  of  thy  holy  name,,  may^  have 
our  perfect  consummation  and  bliss,  both  in  body  and  soul, 
in  thy  eternal  and  everlasting  glory,  through  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord.     Amen. 

The  Collect 

O  Merciful  God,  the  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesusr  Christ,  wha 
is  the  resurrection  and  the  life  ;  in  whom  whosoever  believeth 
shall  live,  though  he  die,  and  whosoever  livetJi  and.  helieveth 
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in  him  shall  not  die  eternally:  we  meekly  beseech  thee,  O 
Father,  to  raise  us  from  the  death  of  sin  unto  the  life  of 
righteousness;  that  when  we  shall  depart  this  life  we  may 
rest  in  him ;  and  at  the  general  resurrection  on  the  last  day 
may  be  found  acceptable  in  thy  sight,  and  receive  that  bless- 
ing which  thy  well-beloved  Son  shall  then  pronounce  to  all 
that  love  and  fear  thee,  saying,  Come,  ye  blessed  children  of 
my  Father,  receive  the  kingdom  prepared  for  you  from  the 
beginning  of  the  world.  Grant  this,  we  beseech  thee,  O  Merci- 
ful Father,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Mediator  and  Re- 
deemer.    Amen. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  and  the  People   together  repeat   the 
Lord's  Prayer: 

The  grace  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christy  and  the  love  of  God, 
and   the    communion    of   the    Holy    Spirit,    be   with    you    all. 

Amen. 


Form  for  the  Burial  of  a  Child 

The  service   may    begin   with   a   suitable   Hymn,   after  which 
the  Minister  may   offer   the  following  Prayer,  saying: 

Let  us  pray. 

Almighty  God  our  heavenly  Father,  the  refuge  of  all  thy 
saints  and  the  sure  defense  of  all  who  put  their  trust  in 
thee,  lift  upon  us  the  light  of  thy  countenance  and  give  us 
peace.  We  know  not  thy  counsels,  O  Lord,  for  thy  thoughts 
are  not  our  thoughts,  nor  thy  ways  our  ways.  Thou  art  in- 
finitely holy,  wise,  and  good,  and  thou  doest  all  things  well. 
Thou  dost  teach  us  in  thy  Holy  Word  that  all  things  work 
together  for  good  to  them  that  love  God,  and  that  our  light 
affliction,  which  is  but  for  a  moment,  worketh  for  us  a  far 
more  exceeding  and  eternal  weight  of  glory.  Comfort,  we 
beseech  thee,  the  hearts  that  sorrow  #  in  the  death  of  this 
child  ;  grant  unto  them  the  strengthening  grace  of  thy  Holy 
Spirit,  that  they  and  all  we  who  trust  thy  fatherly  goodness 
and  care  may  rejoice  in  the  promise  of  eternal  life;  and  that 
we  may  be  united  again  with  our  loved  ones  in  thy  heavenly 
and  eternal  kingdom,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.     Amen. 

Then  may  be  read  any  of  the  following  Scripture  passages: 

Mark    10.    13-16 

Psalm  23 

Psalm    103.    13-18 

Revelation  22.  1-5 
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At  the  Grave,  where  the  Body  is  laid  in  the  Earth,  the  Min- 
ister shall  say : 

Almighty  and  Most  Merciful  God  our  heavenly  Father* 
from  whom  our  spirits  come  and  to  whom  they  shall  return, 
grant  unto  all  sorrowing  hearts  the  consolation  of  thy  grace. 
Amen. 

Lord  Jesus  Christ,  Son  of  the  Father,  who  didst  give  thy 
life  for  our  redemption,  and  who  didst  promise  the  Holy 
Spirit,  the  Comforter,  to  thy  people,  strengthen,  we  beseech 
thee,  the  faith  of  these  bereaved  ones,  that  they  may  con- 
template with  peace  the  blessedness  of  that  eternal  home 
which  thou  hast  prepared  for  all  whom  thou  hast  redeemed* 
Grant  that  they,  and  all  others  whose  joy  is  turned  into 
mourning,  may  not  murmur  nor  faint  under  their  affliction  ; 
but,  cleaving  more  closely  unto  thee,  O  blessed  Lord  Christy 
who  art  the  resurrection  and  the  life,  may  be  led  by  thy 
Holy  Spirit  through  all  the  trials  of  this  uncertain  life,  till 
the  day  break  and  the  shadows  flee  away.     Amen. 

Here   the  Minister  and   the  People  may  unite   in   the  Lord's 
Prayer. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  dismiss  the  People  with  the 
Benediction. 


Form  for  the  Dedication  of  a  Church 

The   Congregation  being  assembled  in   the   Church,   the  Min- 
ister shall  say : 

Dearly  Beloved,  the  Scriptures  teach  us  that  God  is  well 
pleased  with  those  who  build  temples  to  his  name.  We  have 
heard  how  he  filled  the  temple  of  Solomon  with  his  glory 
and  how  in  the  second  temple  he  manifested  himself  still  more 
gloriously.  And  the  gospel  approves  and  commends  the  cen- 
turion who  built  a  synagogue  for  the  people.  Let  us  not 
doubt  that  he  will  also  favorably  approve  our  purpose  of 
dedicating  this  place  in  solemn  manner,  for  the  performance 
of  the  several  offices  of  religious  worship ;  and  let  us  now 
devoutly  join  in  praise  to  his  name,  that  this  godly  under- 
taking hath  been  so  far  completed,  and  in  prayer  for  his 
further  blessing  upon  all  who  have  been  engaged  therein,  and 
upon  all  who  shall  hereafter  worship  his  name  in  this  place. 

Let  one  of  the  Hymns  6$6-666,  from  The  Hymnal,  be  sung. 
Afterward  let  extemporary  Prayer  be  offered,  concluding 
with  the  Lord's  Prayer,  the  Congregation  all  kneeling. 
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Then  shall  the  Minister,  or  some  one  appointed  by  him,  read: 

The  First  Lesson.     2  Chronicles  6.   1,  2,   18-21,  40-42;  7.   1-4. 
The  Second  Lesson.     Hebrews  10.  19-25. 

Then  shall  one  of  the  Hymns  656-666,  from  The  Hymnal,  be 
sung;  after  which  the  Minister  shall  deliver  a  Sermon  suit- 
able to  the  occasion.  Contributions  shall  then  be  received 
from  the  People. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  read  the  following  Psalm,  or  the 
Minister  and   the   Congregation  may  read  it  alternately : 

Psalm   122 

I  was  glad  when  they  said  unto  me,  Let  us  go  into  the  house 
of  the   Lord. 

Our  feet  shall  stand  within  thy  gates,  O  Jerusalem. 

Jerusalem  is  builded  as  a  city  that  is  compact  together : 

Whither  the  tribes  go  up,  the  tribes  of  the  Lord,  unto 
the  testimony  of  Israel,  to  give  thanks  unto  the  name  of 
the  Lord. 

For  there  are  set  thrones  of  judgment,  the  thrones  of  the 
house   of  David. 

Pray  for  the  peace  of  Jerusalem:  they  shall  prosper  that 
love  thee. 

Peace  be  within  thy  walls,  and  prosperity  within  thy 
palaces. 

For  my  brethren  and  companions'  sakes,  I  will  now  say, 
Peace  be  within  thee. 

Because  of  the  house  of  the  Lord  our  God  I  will  seek  thy 
good. 

Then  let  the  Trustees  stand  up  before  the  Altar,  and  one  of 
them,  or  some  one  in  their  behalf,  say  unto  the  Minister: 

We  present  unto  you  this  building,  to  be  dedicated  as  a 
church  for  the  worship  and  service  of  Almighty  God. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  request   the   Congregation   to   stand, 
while  he  repeats  the  following  Declaration: 

Dearly  Beloved,  it  is  meet  and  right,  as  we  learn  from  the 
Holy  Scriptures,  that  houses  erected  for  the  public  worship 
of  God  should  be  specially  set  apart  and  dedicated  to  reli- 
gious uses.  For  such  a  dedication  we  are  now  assembled. 
With  gratitude,  therefore,  to  Almighty  God,  who  has  signally 
blessed  his  servants  in  their  holy  enterprise  of  erecting  this 
church,  we  dedicate  it  to  his  service,  for  the  reading  of  the 
Holy    Scriptures,    the    preaching    of   the    Word    of    God,    the 
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administration  of  the  Holy  Sacraments,  and  for  all  other 
exercises  of  religious  worship  and  service,  according  to  the 
Discipline  and  Usages  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 
And,  as  the  dedication  of  the  temple  is  vain  without  the 
solemn  consecration  of  the  worshipers  also,  let  us  now  dedi- 
cate ourselves  anew  to  the  service  of  God.  To  him  let  our 
souls  be  dedicated,  that  they  may  be  renewed  after  the  image 
of  Christ  To  him  let  our  bodies  be  dedicated,  that  they 
may  be  fit  temples  for  the  indwelling  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  To 
him  may  our  labors  and  business  be  dedicated,  that  their 
fruit  may  tend  to  the  glory  of  his  great  name,  and  to  the 
advancement  of  his  kingdom. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  say  these  words  of  Dedication,  all 
the  People  standing  and  responding  in  the  words  printed 
in  black  face  type: 

O  God,  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  our  Father : 

To  thee  we  dedicate  this  church. 

Son  of  God,  the  Only  Begotten  of  the  Father,  Head  over 
all  things  to  the  Church,  which  is  thy  Body  :  Prophet,  Priest, 
Redeemer,  and  King  of  thy  people  : 

To  thee  we  dedicate  this  church. 

God  the  Holy  Spirit,  proceeding  from  the  Father  and  the 
Son,  our  Teacher,  Sanctifier,  and  Comforter  : 

To  thee  we  dedicate  this  church. 

Eternal,  Holy,  and  Glorious  Trinity,  three  Persons,  one 
God. 

To  thee  we  dedicate  this  church. 

Then,  the  Congregation  kneeling,  the  Minister  shall  offer  the 
following  Prayer: 

O  Most  Glorious  Lord,  we  acknowledge  that  we  are  not 
worthy  to  offer  unto  thee  anything  belonging  unto  us ;  yet 
we  beseech  thee,  in  thy  great  goodness,  graciously  to  accept 
the  dedication  of  this  place  to  thy  service,  and  to  prosper  this 
our  undertaking.  Receive  the  prayers  and  intercessions  of 
all  those  thy  servants  who  shall  cell  upon  thee  in  this  house  ; 
and  give  them  grace  to  prepare  their  hearts  to  serve  thee 
with  reverence  and  godly  fear.  Affect  them  with  a  due  ap- 
prehension of  thy  divine  majesty,  and  a  deep  sense  of  their 
own  unworthiness ;  that  so  approaching  thy  sanctuary  with 
lowliness  and  devotion,  and  coming  before  thee  with  clean 
thoughts  and  pure  hearts,  with  bodies  undefiled,  and  minds 
sanctified,  they  may  always  perform  a  service  acceptable  to 
thee,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.     Amen. 

Regard,  O  Lord,  the  supplication  of  thy  servants,  that  who- 
soever shall  be  dedicated  to  thee  in  this  house  by   Baptism 
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may    ever    remain    in    the    number    of   thy    faithful    children. 
Amen. 

Grant,  0  Lord,  that  whosoever  shall  receive  in  this  place 
the  blessed  Sacrament  of  the  body  and  blood  of  Christ  may 
come  to  that  holy  Ordinance  with  faith,  charity,  and  true 
repentance ;  and,  being  filled  with  thy  grace  and  heavenly 
benediction,  may,  to  their  great  and  endless  comfort,  obtain 
forgiveness  of  their  sins,  and  all  other  benefits  of  his  pas- 
sion.    Amen. 

Grant,  O  Lord,  that  by  thy  Holy  Word  which  shall  be  read 
and  preached  in  this  place,  and  by  thy  Holy  Spirit  grafting  it 
inwardly  in  the  heart,  the  hearers  thereof  may  both  perceive 
and  know  what  things  they  ought  to  do,  and  may  have  power 
and  strength  to  perform  the  same.     Amen. 

Now,  therefore,  arise,  O  Lord,  and  come  into  this  place 
of  thy  rest,  thou  and  the  ark  of  thy  strength.  Let  thine  eye 
be  open  toward  this  house  day  and  night ;  and  let  thine  ears 
be  ready  toward  the  prayers  of  thy  children,  which  they 
shall  make  unto  thee  in  this  <  place.  And  whensoever  thy 
servants  shall  make  to  thee  their  petitions  here,  do  thou  hear 
them  from  heaven,  thy  dwelling  place,  the  throne  of  the  glory 
of  thy  kingdom  ;  and  when  thou  hearest,  forgive.  Grant,  O 
Lord,  we  beseech  thee,  that  here  and  elsewhere  thy  ministers 
may  be  clothed  with  righteousness,  and  thy  saints  rejoice 
in  thy  salvation.  And  may  we  all,  with  thy  people  every- 
where, grow  up  into  a  holy  temple  in  the  Lord,  and  be  at 
last  received  into  the  glorious  temple  above  ;  the  house  not 
made  with  hands,  eternal  in  the  heavens.  And  to  the  Father, 
and  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Spirit,  be  glory  and  praise,  world 
without  end.     Amen.

ARTICLES   OF  RELIGION   OF  THE  METH- 
ODIST EPISCOPAL  CHURCH 

I.    Of  Faith  in  the  Holy  Trinity 

Tf  i.  There  is  but  one  living  and  true  God,  everlasting, 
without  body  or  parts,  of  infinite  power,  wisdom,  and  good- 
ness; the  maker  and  preserver  of  all  things,  visible  and  in- 
visible. And  in  unity  of  this  Godhead  there  are  three  per- 
sons, of  one  substance,  power,  and  eternity — the  Father, 
the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghost. 

II.   Of  the   Word,  or  Son  of  God,  who  was  made  very  Man 

If  2.  The  Son,  who  was  the  Word  of  the  Father,  the  very 
and  eternal  God,  of  one  substance  with  the  Father,  took 
man's  nature  in  the  womb  of  the  blessed  Virgin;  so  that 
two  whole  and  perfect  natures,  that  is  to  say,  the  Godhead 
and  Manhood,  were  joined  together  in  one  person,  never  to 
be  divided;  whereof  is  one  Christ,  very  God  and  very  Man, 
who  truly  suffered,  was  crucified,  dead,  and  buried,  to 
reconcile  his  Father  to  us,  and  to  be  a  sacrifice,  not  only 
for  original  guilt,  but  also  for  the  actual  sins  of  men. 

III.   Of  the  Resurrection  of  Christ 

If  3.  Christ  did  truly  rise  again  from  the  dead,  and  took 
again  his  body,  with  all  things  appertaining  to  the  per- 
fection of  man's  nature,  wherewith  he  ascended  into  heaven, 
and  there  sitteth  until  he  return  to  judge  all  men  at  the 
last  day. 

IV.    Of   the  Holy   Ghost 

If  4.  The  Holy  Ghost,  proceeding  from  the  Father  and 
the  Son,  is  of  one  substance,  majesty,  and  glory  with  the 
Father  and  the  Son,  very  and  eternal  God. 

V.  The  Sufficiency  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  for  Salvation 

If  5.  The  Holy  Scriptures  contain  all  things  necessary  to 
salvation;  so  that  whatsoever  is  not  read  therein,  nor  may 
be  proved  thereby,  is  not  to  be  required  of  any  man  that  it 
should   be   believed    as   an   article    of   faith,    or   be   thought 
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requisite  or  necessary  to  salvation.  In  the  name  of  the  Holy 
Scriptures  we  do  understand  those  canonical  books  of  the 
Old  and  New  Testament  of  whose  authority  was  never  any 
doubt  in  the  Church.  The  names  of  the  canonical  books 
are: 

Genesis,  Exodus,  Leviticus,  Numbers,  Deuteronomy, 
Joshua,  Judges,  Ruth,  The  First  Book  of  Samuel,  The 
Second  Book  of  Samuel,  The  First  Book  of  Kings,  The 
Second  Book  of  Kings,  The  First  Book  of  Chronicles,  The 
Second  Book  of  Chronicles,  The  Book  of  Ezra,  The  Book 
of  Nehemiah,  The  Book  of  Esther,  The  Book  of  Job,  The 
Psalms,  The  Proverbs,  Ecclesiastes  or  the  Preacher,  Cantica 
or  Song  of  Solomon,  Four  Prophets  the  Greater,  Twelve 
Prophets  the  Less. 

All  the  books  of  the  New  Testament  as  they  are  com- 
monly received,  we  do  receive  and  account  canonical. 

VI.  Of  the  Old  Testament 

Tf  6.  The  Old  Testament  is  not  contrary  to  the  New;  for 
both  in  the  Old  and  New  Testament  everlasting  life  is 
offered  to  mankind  by  Christ,  who  is  the  only  Mediator 
between  God  and  man,  being  both  God  and  Man.  Where- 
fore they  are  not  to  be  heard  who  feign  that  the  old  fathers 
did  look  only  for  transitory  promises.  Although  the  law 
given  from  God  by  Moses  as  touching  ceremonies  and  rites 
doth  not  bind  Christians,  nor  ought  the  civil  precepts  there- 
of of  necessity  be  received  in  any  commonwealth;  yet,  not- 
withstanding, no  Christian  whatsoever  is  free  from  the 
obedience  of  the  commandments  which  are  called  moral. 

VII.  Of  Original  or  Birth  Sin 

If  7.  Original  sin  standeth  not  in  the  following  of  Adam 
(as  the  Pelagians  do  vainly  talk),  but  it  is  the  corruption 
of  the  nature  of  every  man,  that  naturally  is  engendered 
of  the  offspring  of  Adam,  whereby  man  is  very  far  gone 
from  original  righteousness,  and  of  his  own  nature  inclined 
to  evil,  and  that  continually. 

VIII.  Of  Free  Will 

If  8.  The  condition  of  man  after  the  fall  of  Adam  is  such 
that  he  cannot  turn  and  prepare  himself,  by  his  own  natural 
strength  and  works,  to  faith,  and  calling  upon  God;  where- 
fore we  have  no  power  to  do  good  works,  pleasant  and 
acceptable  to  God,  without  the  grace  of  God  by  Christ 
preventing  us,  that  we  may  have  a  good  will,  and  working 
with  us,  when  we  have  that  good  will. 
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IX.  Of  the  Justification  of  Man 

1f  9.  We  are  accounted  righteous  before  God  only  for  the 
merit  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  by  faith,  and 
not  for  our  own  works  or  deservings.  Wherefore,  that  we 
are  justified  by  faith  only  is  a  most  wholesome  doctrine,  and 
very  full  of  comfort. 

X.   Of  Good  Works 

If  10.  Although  good  works,  which  are  the  fruits  of  faith, 
and  follow  after  justification,  cannot  put  away  our  sins, 
and  endure  the  severity  of  God's  judgments;  yet  are  they 
pleasing  and  acceptable  to  God  in  Christ,  and  spring  out 
of  a  true  and  lively  faith,  insomuch  that  by  them  a  lively 
faith  may  be  as  evidently  known  as  a  tree  is  discerned  by 
its  fruit. 

XI.  Of  Works  of  Supererogation 

If  11.  Voluntary  works — besides,  over,  and  above  God's 
commandments — which  are  called  works  of  supererogation, 
cannot  be  taught  without  arrogancy  and  impiety.  For  by 
them  men  do  declare  that  they  do  not  only  render  unto 
God  as  much  as  they  are  bound  to  do,  but  that  they  do 
more  for  his  sake  than  of  bounden  duty  is  required:  whereas 
Christ  saith  plainly:  When  ye  have  done  all  that  is  com- 
manded of  you,  say,  We  are  unprofitable  servants. 

XII.  Of  Sin  after  Justification 

If  12.  Not  every  sin  willingly  committed  after  justification 
is  the  sin  against  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  unpardonable. 
Wherefore,  the  grant  of  repentance  is  not  to  be  denied  to 
such  as  fall  into  sin  after  justification:  after  we  have  re- 
ceived the  Holy  Ghost,  we  may  depart  from  grace  given, 
and  fall  into  sin,  and,  by  the  grace  of  God,  rise  again  and 
amend  our  lives.  And  therefore  they  are  to  be  condemned 
who  say  they  can  no  more  sin  as  long  as  they  live  here; 
or  deny  the  place  of  forgiveness  to  such  as  truly  repent. 

XIII.   Of   the  Church 

Jf  13.  The  visible  Church  of  Christ  is  a  congregation  of 
faithful  men  in  which  the  pure  Word  of  God  is  preached, 
and  the  Sacraments  duly  administered  according  to  Christ's 
ordinance,  in  all  those  things  that  of  necessity  are  requisite 
to  the  same. 

XIV.  Of  Purgatory 

%  14.  The  Romish  doctrine  concerning  purgatory,  pardon, 
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worshiping  and  adoration,  as  well  of  images  as  of  relics, 
and  also  invocation  of  saints,  is  a  fond  thing,  vainly  in- 
vented, and  grounded  upon  no  warrant  of  Scripture,  but 
repugnant  to  the  Word  of  God. 

XV.    Of  Speaking  in  the  Congregation   in   such   a   Tongue  as 
the  People    Understand 

If  15.  It  is  a  thing  plainly  repugnant  to  the  Word  of  God, 
and  the  custom  of  the  primitive  Church,  to  have  public 
prayer  in  the  Church,  or  to  administer  the  Sacraments,  in 
a  tongue  not  understood  by  the  people. 

XVI.   Of   the  Sacraments 

1f  16.  Sacraments  ordained  of  Christ  are  not  only  badges 
or  tokens  of  Christian  men's  profession,  but  ratHer  they 
are  certain  signs  of  grace,  and  God's  good  will  toward  us, 
by  the  which  he  doth  work  invisibly  in  us,  and  doth  not 
only  quicken,  but  also  strengthen  and  confirm,  our  faith 
in  him. 

There  are  two  Sacraments  ordained  of  Christ  our  Lord 
in  the  Gospel;  that  is  to  say,  Baptism  and  the  Supper  of 
the  Lord. 

Those  five  commonly  called  Sacraments,  that  is  to  say, 
confirmation,  penance,  orders,  matrimony,  and  extreme 
unction,  are  not  to  be  counted  for  Sacraments  of  the  Gospel; 
being  such  as  have  partly  grown  out  of  the  corrupt  fol- 
lowing of  the  Apostles,  and  partly  are  states  of  life  allowed 
in  the  Scriptures,  but  yet  have  not  the  like  nature  of  Bap- 
tism and  the  Lord's  Supper,  because  they  have  not  any 
visible  sign  or  ceremony  ordained  of  God. 

The  Sacraments  were  not  ordained  of  Christ  to  be  gazed 
upon,  or  to  be  carried  about;  but  that  we  should  duly  use 
them.  And  in  such  only  as  worthily  receive  the  same  they 
have  a  wholesome  effect  or  operation:  but  they  that  receive 
them  unworthily,  purchase  to  themselves  condemnation, 
as  Saint  Paul  saith,  1  Cor.  11.  29. 

XVII.  Of  Baptism 

%  17.  Baptism  is  not  only  a  sign  of  profession  and  mark 
of  difference  whereby  Christians  are  distinguished  from 
others  that  are  not  baptized;  but  it  is  also  a  sign  of  re- 
generation or  the  new  birth.  The  baptism  of  young  chil- 
dren is  to  be  retained  in  the  Church. 

XVIII.  Of  the  Lord's  Supper 
H  18.  The   Supper  of  the   Lord  is  not  only  a  sign   of  the 
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love  that  Christians  ought  to  have  among  themselves  one 
to  another,  but  rather  is  a  Sacrament  of  our  redemption  by 
Christ's  death;  insomuch  that,  to  such  as  rightly,  worthily, 
and  with  faith  receive  the  same,  the  bread  which  we  break 
is  a  partaking  of  the  body  of  Christ;  and  likewise  the  cup 
of  blessing  is  a  partaking  of  the  blood  of  Christ. 

Transubstantiation,  or  the  change  of  the  substance  of 
bread  and  wine  in  the  Supper  of  our  Lord,  cannot  be 
proved  by  Holy  Writ,  but  is  repugnant  to  the  plain  words 
of  Scripture,  overthroweth  the  nature  of  a  Sacrament,  and 
hath  given  occasion  to  many  superstitions. 

The  body  of  Christ  is  given,  taken,  and  eaten  in  the 
Supper,  only  after  a  heavenly  and  spiritual  manner.  And 
the  means  whereby  the  body  of  Christ  is  received  and  eaten 
in  the  Supper  is  faith. 

The  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  was  not  by  Christ's 
ordinance  reserved,  carried  about,  lifted  up,  or  worshiped. 

XIX.  Of  both  Kinds 

If  19.  The  Cup  of  the  Lord  is  not  to  be  denied  to  the  Lay 
People;  for  both  the  parts  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  by  Christ's 
ordinance  and  commandment,  ought  to  be  administered  to 
all  Christians  alike. 

XX.  Of  the  one  oblation  of  Christ,  finished  upon  the   Cross 

If  20.  The  offering  of  Christ,  once  made,  is  that  perfect 
redemption,  propitiation,  and  satisfaction  for  all  the  sins 
of  the  whole"  world,  both  original  and  actual;  and  there  is 
none  other  satisfaction  for  sin  but  that  alone.  Wherefore 
the  sacrifice  of  masses,  in  the  which  it  is  commonly  said 
that  the  priest  doth  offer  Christ  for  the  quick  and  the  dead, 
to  have  remission  of  pain  or  guilt,  is  a  blasphemous  fable 
and  dangerous  deceit. 

XXI.  Of  the  Marriage  of  Ministers 

%  21.  The  Ministers  of  Christ  are  not  commanded  by 
God's  law  either  to  vow  the  estate  of  single  life,  or  to 
abstain  from  marriage;  therefore  it -is  lawful  for  them,  as 
for  all  other  Christians,  to  marry  at  their  own  discretion, 
as  they  shall  judge  the  same  to  serve  best  to  godliness. 

XXII.  Of  the  Rites  and  Ceremonies  of  Churches 

If  22.  It  is  not  necessary  that  rites  and  ceremonies  should 
in  all  places  be  the  same,  or  exactly  alike;  for  they  have 
been    always   different,    and   may   be   changed   according   to 
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the  diversity  of  countries,  times,  and  men's  manners,  so  that 
nothing  be  ordained  against  God's  Word.  Whosoever, 
through  his  private  judgment,  willingly  and  purposely  doth 
openly  break  the  rites  and  ceremonies  of  the  Church  to 
which  he  belongs,  which  are  not  repugnant  to  the  Word 
of  God,  and  are  ordained  and  approved  by  common  au- 
thority, ought  to  be  rebuked  openly  (that  others  may  fear 
to  do  the  like),  as  one  that  offendeth  against  the  common 
order  of  he  Church,  and  woundeth  the  consciences  of  weak 
brethren. 

Every  particular  Church  may  ordain,  change,  or  abolish 
rites  and  ceremonies,  so  that  all  things  may  be  done  to 
edification. 

XXIII.  Of  the  Rulers  of  the  United  States  of  America 

If  23.  The  President,  the  Congress,  the  General  Assemblies, 
the  Governors,  and  Councils  of  State  as  the  Delegates  of 
the  People,  are  the  Rulers  of  the  United  States  of  America, 
according  to  the  division  of  power  made  to  them  by  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  by  the  Constitutions 
of  their  respective  States.  And  the  said  States  are  a  sov- 
ereign and  independent  Nation,  and  ought  not  to  be  subject 
to  any  foreign  jurisdiction.1 

XXIV.  Of  Christian  Men's  Goods 

If  24.  The  riches  and  goods  of  Christians  are  not  common, 
as  touching  the  right,  title,  and  possession  of  the  same,  as 
some  do  falsely  boast.  Notwithstanding,  every  man  ought, 
of  such  things  as  he  possesseth,  liberally  to  give  alms  to 
the  poor,  according  to  his  ability. 

XXV.  Of  a  Christian  Man's  Oath 

If  25.  As  we  confess  that  vain  and  rash  swearing  is  for- 
bidden Christian  men  by  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  James 
his  Apostle;  so  we  judge  that  the  Christian  religion  doth 
not  prohibit,  but  that  a  man  may  swear  when  the  magis- 
trate requireth,  in  a  cause  of  faith  and  charity,  so  it  be 
done  according  to  the  Prophet's  teaching,  in  justice,  judg- 
ment,, and  truth. 


1As  far  as  it  respects  civil  affairs  we  believe  it  the  duty  of  Chris- 
tians, and  especially  of  all  Christian  Ministers,  to  be  subject  to  the 
supreme  authority  of  the  country  where  they  may  reside,  and  to 
use  all  laudable  means  to  enjoin  obedience  to  the  powers  that  be; 
and  therefore  it  is  expected  that  all  our  Preachers  and  People,  who 
may  be  under  the  British  or  any  other  Government,  will  behave 
themselves  as  peaceable  and  orderly  subjects. 


THE  GENERAL  RULES 

The  Nature,  Design,  and  General  Rules  of  our  United 
Societies 

If  26.  In  the  latter  end  of  the  year  1739  eight  or  ten 
persons  who  appeared  to  be  deeply  convicted  of  sin,  and 
earnestly  groaning  for  redemption,  came  to  Mr.  Wesley  in 
London.  They  desired,  as  did  two  or  three  more  the  next 
day,  that  he  would  spend  some  time  with  them  in  prayer, 
and  advise  them  how  to  flee  from  the  wrath  to  come,  which 
they  saw  continually  hanging  over  their  heads.  That  he 
might  have  more  time  for  this  great  work,  he  appointed  a 
day  when  they  might  all  come  together;  which  from  thence- 
forward they  did  every  week,  namely,  on  Thursday,  in  the 
evening.  To  these,  and  as  many  more  as  desired  to  join 
with  them  (for  their  number  increased  daily),  he  gave 
those  advices  from  time  to  time  which  he  judged  most 
needful  for  them;  and  they  always  concluded  their  meeting 
with  prayer  suited  to  their  several  necessities. 

1[  27.  This  was  the  rise  of  the  United  Society,  first  in 
Europe,  and  then  in  America.  Such  a  society  is  no  other 
than  "a  company  of  men  having  the  form  and  seeking  the 
power  of  godliness,  united  in  order  to  pray  together,  to 
receive  the  word  of  exhortation,  and  to  watch  over  one 
another  in  love,  that  they  may  help  each  other  to  work 
out  their  salvation." 

If  28.  That  it  may  the  more  easily  be  discerned  whether 
they  are  indeed  working  out  their  own  salvation,  each 
Society  is  divided  into  smaller  companies,  called  Classes, 
according  to  their  respective  places  of  abode.  There  are 
about  twelve  persons  in  a  Class,  one  of  whom  is  styled 
The  Leader.     It  is  his  duty, 

§  1.  To  see  each  person  in  his  Class  once  a  week  at  least; 
in  order,  (1.)  To  inquire  how  his  soul  prospers.  (2.)  To 
advise,  reprove,  comfort,  or  exhort,  as  occasion  may  re- 
quire. (3.)  To  receive  what  he  is  willing  to  give  toward 
the  relief  of  the  Preachers,  Church  and  poor. 

§  2.  To  meet  the  Ministers  and  the  Stewards  of  the  So- 
ciety once  a  week;  in  order,  (1.)  To  inform  the  Minister 
of  any  that  are  sick,  or  of  any  that  walk  disorderly  and 
will  not  be  reproved.  (2.)  To  pay  the  Stewards  what  he 
has  received  of  his  Class  in  the  week  preceding. 
283 
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If  29.  There  is  only  one  condition  previously  required  of 
those  who  desire  admission  into  these  Societies — "a  desire 
to  flee  from  the  wrath  to  come,  and  to  be  saved  from  their 
sins."  But  wherever  this  is  really  fixed  in  the  soul  it  will 
be  shown  by  its  fruits. 

If  30.  It  is  therefore  expected  of  all  who  continue  therein 
that  they  shall  continue  to  evidence  their  desire  of  salva- 
tion, 

First:  By  doing  no  harm,  by  avoiding  evil  of  every  kind, 
especially  that  which  is  most  generally  practiced;  such  as, 

The  taking  of  the  name  of  God  in  vain. 

The  profaning  the  day  of  the  Lord,  either  by  doing  ordi- 
nary work  therein  or  by  buying  or  selling. 

Drunkenness,  buying  or  selling  spirituous  liquors,  or 
drinking  them,  unless  in  cases  of  extreme  necessity. 

Slaveholding;  buying  or  selling  slaves. 

Fighting,  quarreling,  brawling,  brother  going  to  law  with 
brother;  returning  evil  for  evil,  or  railing  for  railing;  the 
using  of  many  words  in  buying  or  selling. 

The  buying  or  selling  goods  that  have  not  paid  the  duty. 

The  giving  or  taking  of  things  on  usury — that  is,  unlaw- 
ful interest. 

Uncharitable  or  unprofitable  conversation;  particularly 
speaking  evil  of  Magistrates  or  of  Ministers. 

Doing  to  others  as  we  would  not  they  should  do  unto  us. 

Doing  what  we  know  is  not  for  the  glory  of  God,  as: 
The  putting  on  of  gold  and  costly  apparel. 
The   taking   such   diversions   as   cannot   be  used   in   the 

name  of  the  Lord  Jesus. 
The  singing  those  songs,  or  reading  those  books,  which 
do  not  tend  to  the  knowledge  or  love  of  God. 

Softness  and  needless  self-indulgence. 

Laying  up  treasure  upon  earth. 

Borrowing  without  a  probability  of  paying;  or  taking  up 
goods  without  a  probability  of  paying  for  them. 

If  31.  It  is  expected  of  all  who  continue  in  these  Societies 
that  they  shall  continue  to  evidence  their  desire  of  salvation. 

Second:  By  doing  good;  by  being  in  every  kind  merciful 
after  their  power;  as  they  have  opportunity,  doing  good  of 
every  possible  sort,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  to  all  men: 

To  their  bodies,  of  the  ability  which  God  giveth,  by  giv- 
ing food  to  the  hungry,  by  clothing  the  naked,  by  visiting 
or  helping  them  that  are  sick  or  in  prison: 

To  their  souls,  by  instructing,  reproving,  or  exhorting 
all  we  have  any  intercourse  with;  trampling  under  foot  that 
enthusiastic  doctrine,  that  "we  are  not  to  do  good  unless 
our  hearts  be  free  to  it."

hold  of  faith  or  groaning  so  to  be;  employing  them  pref- 
erably to  others;  buying  one  of  another;  helping  each  other 
in  business;  and  so  much  the  more  because  the  world  will 
love  its  own  and  them  only. 

By  all  possible  diligence  and  frugality,  that  the  Gospel 
be  not  blamed. 

By  running  with  patience  the  race  which  is  set  before 
them,  denying  themselves,  and  taking  up  their  cross  daily; 
submitting  to  bear  the  reproach  of  Christ,  to  be  as  the  filth 
and  off  scouring  of  the  world;  and  looking  that  men  should 
say  all  manner  of  evil  of  them  falsely,  for  the  Lord's  sake.

If  33.  These  are  the  General  Rules  of  our  Societies;  all 
which  we  are  taught  of  God  to  observe,  even  in  his  written 
Word,  which  is  the  only  rule,  and  the  sufficient  rule,  both 
of  our  faith  and  practice.  And  all  these  we  know  his  Spirit 
writes  on  truly  awakened  hearts.  If  there  be  any  among 
us  who  observes  them  not,  who  habitually  breaks  any  of 
them,  let  it  be  known  unto  them  who  watch  over  that  soul 
as  they  who  must  give  an  account.  We  will  admonish  him 
of  the  error  of  his  ways.  We  will  bear  with  him  for  a 
season.  But  if  then  he  repent  not,  he  hath  no  more  place 
among  us.     We  have  delivered  our  own  souls. 
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Divorce 

No  divorce,  except  for  adultery,  shall  be  regarded  by  the 
Church  as  lawful;  and  no  Minister  shall  solemnize  marriage 
in  any  case  where  there  is  a  divorced  wife  or  husband  living; 
but  this  rule  shall  not  be  applied  to  the  innocent  party  to  a 
divorce  for  the  cause  of  adultery,  nor  to  divorced  parties 
seeking  to  be  reunited  in  marriage.    If  68  of  the  Discipline.1 

Amusements 

Improper  amusements  and  excessive  indulgence  in  in- 
nocent amusements  are  serious  barriers  to  the  beginning 
of  the  religious  life  and  fruitful  causes  of  spiritual  decline. 
Some  amusements  in  common  use  are  positively  demoraliz- 
ing and  furnish  the  first  easy  steps  to  the  total  loss  of 
character.  We  therefore  look  with  deep  concern  on  the 
great  increase  of  amusements  and  on  the  general  prevalence 
of  harmful  amusements,  and  lift  up  a  solemn  note  of  warn- 
ing and  entreaty,  particularly  against  theater-going,  danc- 
ing, and  such  games  of  chance  as  are  frequently  associated 
with  gambling;  all  of  which  have  been  found  to  be  an- 
tagonistic to  vita]  piety,  promotive  of  worldliness,  and  espe- 
cially pernicious  to  youth.  We  affectionately  admonish  all 
our  people  to  make  their  amusements  the  subject  of  care- 
ful thought  and  frequent  prayer,  to  study  the  subject  of 
amusements  in  the  light  of  their  tendencies,  and  to  be 
scrupulously  careful  in  this  matter  to  set  no  injurious  ex- 
ample. We  adjure  them  to  remember  that  often  the  ques- 
tion for  a  Christian  must  be,  not  whether  a  certain  course 
of  action  is  positively  immoral,  but  whether  it  will  dull 
the  spiritual  life  and  be  an  unwise  example.  We  direct  all 
our  Bishops,  District  Superintendents,  and  Pastors  to  call 
attention  to  this  subject  with  solemn  urgency  in  our  Annual 
and  Quarterly  Conferences  and  in  all  our  pulpits;  and  our 
Editors,  Sunday  School  Officers,  Epworth  League  Officers, 
and  Class  Leaders,  to  aid  in  abating  the  evils  we  deplore. 
We  deem  it  our  bounden  duty  to  summon  the  whole  Church 
to    apply    a    thoughtful    and    instructed    conscience    to    the

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choice  of  amusements,  and  not  to  leave  them  to  accident 
or  taste,  or  passion;  and  we  affectionately  advise  and  be- 
seech every  member  of  the  Church  absolutely  to  avoid  "the 
taking  such  diversions  as  cannot  be  used  in  the  name  of 
the  Lord  Jesus."    T[  69  of  the  Discipline. 

Temperance 

§  1.  Temperance,  in  its  broader  meaning,  is  distinctively 
a  Christian  virtue,  enjoined  in  the  Holy  Scriptures.  It 
requires  the  subordination  of  all  the  emotions,  passions, 
and  appetites  to  the  control  of  reason  and  conscience. 
Dietetically,  it  means  a  wise  use  of  suitable  articles  of  food 
and  drink,  with  entire  abstinence  from  such  as  are  known 
to  be  hurtful.  Both  science  and  human  experience  agree 
with  the  Holy  Scriptures  in  condemning  all  alcoholic  bev- 
erages as  being  neither  useful  nor  safe.  The  business  of 
manufacturing  and  of  vending  such  liquors  is  also  against 
the  principles  of  morality,  political  economy,  and  the  public 
welfare.  We  therefore  regard  voluntary  total  abstinence 
from  all  intoxicants  as  the  obligation  of  the  citizen  and 
the  complete  legal  prohibition  of  the  traffic  in  alcoholic 
drinks  as  the  duty  of  civil  government.  We  heartily  approve 
all  lawful  and  Christian  efforts  to  save  society  from  the 
manifold  and  grievous  evils  resulting  from  intemperance, 
and  earnestly  advise  our  people  to  cooperate  with  all  meas- 
ures which  may  seem  to  them  wisely  adapted  to  secure  that 
end.  We  refer  to  our  General  Rule  on  this  subject  (If  30), 
and  affectionately  urge  its  strict  observance  by  all  our 
members.  Finally,  we  are  fully  persuaded  that,  under  God, 
hope  for  the  ultimate  success  of  the  Temperance  Reform 
rests  chiefly  upon  the  combined  and  sanctified  influence  of 
the  Family,  the  Church,  and  the  State. 

§  2.  We  record  our  solemn  judgment  that  the  habitual 
use  of  tobacco  is  a  practice  out  of  harmony  with  the  best 
Christian  life.  In  the  interest  of  a  larger  Christian  influ- 
ence and  service  we  urge  our  members  to  abstain  from  the 
use  of  cigarettes  and  of  tobacco  in  all  other  forms.  %  70  o£ 
the  Discipline. 

Christian  Stewardship 

§  1.  The  following  principles  should  be  recognized  by 
the  individual  Christian  who  would  relate  himself  intelli- 
gently to  property,  income,  wages  and  wealth: 

(1)  God  is  the  owner  of  all  things. 

(2)  God  invites  men  to  subdue  the  earth  and  possess  it. 

(3)  Under  grace,  man  is  a  steward  to  hold  and  administer 
his  possessions  as  a  sacred  trust. 

(4)  God's  ownership   ought  to  be  acknowledged. 
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(5)  Biblical  history  records,  and  extra-biblical  history 
recognizes  the  setting  apart  of  the  tenth  of  the  income  as 
that  acknowledgment;  there  is  indicated  a  divine  sanction 
for  the  practice  and  the  amount. 

(6)  God's  ownership  and  man's  stewardship  are  best  evi- 
denced by  the  systematic  application  of  this  portion  of  in- 
come to  the  advancement  of  the  Kingdom,  and  by  the  faith- 
ful use  of  the  balance  of  income  not  set  aside. 

§  2.  The  following  methods  should  be  pursued  by  the  in- 
dividual Christian  who  would  administer  wisely  his  steward- 
ship of  material  possessions: 

(1)  Actual  or  constructive  separation  of  the  proportion 
of  income  which  complies  with  the  foregoing  principles. 

(2)  A  written  pledge  in  advance  for  the  regular  work  of 
the  Church   (local  budget  and  benevolence  budget). 

(3)  A  weekly  payment  of  the  amounts  subscribed;  offered 
as  an  act  of  worship  at  a  public  service  if  this  is  possible; 
otherwise  held  until  offering  may  be  made. 

(4)  Payments  from  time  tc  time,  out  of  the  portion  set 
aside  but  not  previously  pledged,  to  special  causes. 

(5)  Careful,  intelligent,  personal,  and  prayerful  considera- 
tion of  the  uses  to  be  made  of  the  whole  of  income  and 
wealth;  this  will  require  study  of  the  local,  national,  and 
world-wide  program  of  the  Church,  and  of  the  full  steward- 
ship of  life  itself. 

(6)  Freewill  offerings,  thank-offerings,  and  gifts.  If  71  of 
the  Discipline.

64.  What  was  the  last  promise  of  Jesus? 

The  last  promise  of  Jesus  was,  "Lo,  I  am  with  you 
alway,  even  unto  the  end  of  the  world." — Matt.  28.  20. 

65.  What  was  the  last  act  of  Jesus? 

Jesus  led  his  disciples  to  Bethany,  lifted  up  his  hands, 
and  "while  he  blessed  them,  he  was  parted  from 
them,  and  carried  up  into  heaven." — Luke  24.  51. 

66.  Does  Jesus  still  live  and  reign? 

Jesus  reigns  at  the  right  hand  of  God,  and  ever  lives 

to  make  intercession  for  us. 
Who  is  even  at  the  right  hand  of  God,  who  also  maketh 

intercession  for  us. — Rom.  8.  34. 

67.  Will  Jesus  our  Lord  come  to  earth  again? 

Jesus  will  come  again  to  raise  the  dead,  and  to  judge 
the  world. 

For  the  Son  of  man  shall  come  in  the  glory  of  his 
Father  with  his  angels ;  and  then  he  shall  reward 
every  man  according  to  his  works. — Matt  16.  27. 

(Matt.  24.  42;  2  Tim.  4.  1.) 

68.  What  will  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  say  to  the  good  at  the 

judgment? 
Our  Lord  will  say  to  them,  "Come,  ye  blessed  of  my 
Father,  inherit  the  kingdom  prepared  for  you  from 
the  foundation  of  the  world." — Matt.  25.  34. 

69.  What  will  our  Lord  say  to  the  wicked? 

He   will   say  to   them,   "Depart   from   me,   ye   cursed, 
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into  everlasting  fire,  prepared  for  the  devil  and  his 
angels."— Matt.  25.  41. 

70.  What   great    truths    concerning   Jesus    Christ    as    the 

Saviour  of  men  are  plainly  taught  in  the  Scriptures? 
That  all  men  need  salvation ;  that  Jesus  Christ  has  pro- 
vided salvation  for  all  men ;  that  this  salvation  is  the 
gift  of  God  through  faith  in  Jesus ;  that  those  who 
are  saved  may  know  the  fact;  that  it  is  the  privilege 
of  God's  children  to  be  cleansed  from  all  sin;  and 
that  all  who  believe  on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and 
obey  Him  to  the  end  shall  be  saved  in  heaven.

The  Holy  Ghost  is  the  Spirit  of  God,  the  divine  Helper 
whom  Jesus  promised  his  disciples  before  he  left 
the  world.

72.  When  was  this  promise  fulfilled? 
On  the  Day  of  Pentecost. 

(Acts  2.  1-4.) 

73.  What  is  the  first  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  our  hearts? 
He  first  shows  us  our  sins,  and  our  need  of  a  Saviour. 
John  16.  8. 

74.  What  will  the  Holy  Spirit  do  for  us  if  we  turn  from 

our  sins  and  seek  the  Saviour? 
He  will  lead  us   to  the   Saviour   and   give  us   a  new 

heart. 
The  love  of  God  is  shed  abroad  in  our  hearts  by  the 

Holy  Ghost  which  is  given  unto  us. — Rom.  5.  5. 
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75.  What  then  will  the  Holy  Spirit  do  for  us? 

He  will  assure  us  that  we  are  the  children  of  God; 

he  will  comfort  us  in  trouble;  and  he  will  help  us 

to  lead  a  holy  life. 
The  Spirit  itself  beareth  witness  with  our  spirit,  that 

we  are  the  children  of  God. — Rom.  8.  16. 
Likewise  the  Spirit  also  helpeth  our  infirmities. — Rom. 

8.  26. 

V.  THE  MEANS  OF  GRACE 

76.  What  means  are  used  by  the  Holy  Spirit  to  aid  us  in 

living  a  Christian  life? 
He  uses  the  word  of  God  and  prayer,  the  Church  of 
Christ,  and  the  sacraments. 

77.  What  is  the  word  of  God? 

The  Holy  Bible  is  the  word  of  God. 

When  ye  received  the  word  of  God  which  ye  heard 
of  us,  ye  received  it  not  as  the  word  of  men,  but  as 
it  is  in  truth,  the  word  of  God.— 1  Thess.  2.  13. 

78.  How  was  the  Holy  Bible  given  to  us? 

The  Holy  Bible  was  written  by  men  inspired  of  God. 
For  the  prophecy  came  not  in  old  time  by  the  will  of 

man :  but  holy  men  of  God  spake  as  they  were  moved 

by  the  Holy  Ghost.— 2  Pet.  1.  21. 

79.  For  what  purpose  has  God  given  us  the  Bible? 

The  Bible  was  given  to  make  known  God  and  his  will; 
and  to  be  our  rule  of  faith  and  duty. 

All  Scripture  is  given  by  inspiration  of  God,  and  is 
profitable  for  doctrine,  for  reproof,  for  correction, 
for  instruction  in  righteousness. — 2  Tim.  3.  16. 

80.  What  is  prayer? 

Prayer  is  offering  the  desire  of  our  hearts  to  our 
Heavenly  Father  according  to  his  will. 
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81.  In  what  way  should  we  pray? 

We  should  pray  with  sorrow  for  our  sins,  with  thanks- 
giving for  God's  goodness,  and  with  faith  in  his 
promises. 

If  I  regard  iniquity  in  my  heart,  the  Lord  will  not  hear 
me. — Psa.  66.  18. 

(Isa.  59.  1,  2;  Phil.  4.  6;  Col.  4.  2.) 

82.  For  whom  should  we  pray  f 

For  everybody,  even  for  our  enemies. 

I  exhort  therefore,  that,  first^  of  all,  supplications, 
prayers,  intercessions,  and  giving  of  thanks,  be  made 
for  all  men. — 1  Tim.  2.  1. 

83.  In  whose  name  should  we  pray? 

In  the  name  of  Christ,  our  Lord  and  Saviour. 

If  ye  shall  ask  anything  in  my  name,  I  will  do  it. — 
John  14.  14. 

84.  Who  compose  the  Church  of  Christ? 

The  Church  of  Christ  is  composed  of  all  the  children 
of  God  on  earth  and  in  heaven. 

So  we,  being  many,  are  one  body  in  Christ,  and  every 

one  members  one  of  another. — Rom.  12.  5. 
(Acts  10.  35;  Rom.  12.  5 ;  1  Cor.  12.  4-6;  Eph.  4.  3-6.) 

85.  By  what  other  name  is  the  Church  of  Christ  called ? 
In  the  Apostles'  Creed  the  Church  of  Christ  is  called 

"the  holy  catholic  Church." 

86.  What  is  the  work  of  the  Church ? 

The  work  of  the  Church  is  to  witness  for  Christ,  and 
to  carry  on  his  work  in  saving  the  world. 

Go  ye  therefore,  and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them 
in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of 
the  Holy  Ghost.— Matt.  28.  19. 

(Acts  1.  8;  13.  47;  Isa.  49.  6.) 
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87.  What  is  a  sacrament? 

A  sacrament  is  an  outward  sign,  appointed  by  Christ, 

of  an  inward  grace. 
(Rom.  4.  11.) 

88.  How  many  sacraments  are  there? 

There  are  two  sacraments :  Baptism  and  the  Lord's 
Supper. 

89.  What  is  the  outward  sign  in  Baptism? 

The  outward  sign  in  Baptism  is  water  applied  in  the 
name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy 
Ghost. 

(Acts  8.  36;  10.  47.) 

90.  What  is  the  inward  grace  signified  by  Baptism? 
The  inward  grace  is  the  cleansing  of  the  heart  by  the 

Holy  Spirit. 
As   many   of  you   as   have  been  baptized  into   Christ 
have  put  on  Christ. — Gal.  3.  27. 

91.  Who  should  be  baptized? 

Little  children  should  be  baptized,  and  all  who  accept 

Jesus  as  their  Saviour. 
For  the  promise  is  unto  you,  and  to  your  children. — 

Acts  2.  39. 
Acts  8.  36,  37- 

92.  Why  should  little  children  be  baptized? 

Little  children  should  be  baptized  because  they  belong 
to  Christ,  and  are  members  of  his  kingdom. 

But  Jesus  said,  Suffer  little  children,  and  forbid  them 
not,  to  come  unto  me :  for  such  is  the  kingdom  of 
heaven. — Matt.  19.  14. 

93.  What  is  the  outward  sign  in  the  Lord's  Supper? 

The  outward  sign  in  the  Lord's  Supper  is  bread  and 
wine  used  in  memory  of  the  death  of  Christ. 
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94.  What   is    the   inward   grace    signified    by    the   Lord's 

Supper? 
The  inward  grace  is  our  union  with  Christ  by  faith, 

whereby  we  receive  strength  from  him  for  the  duties 

and  trials  of  life. 
John  6.  56. 

95.  What  is  the  further  purpose  of  the  Lord's  Supper? 
To    signify   that   all   the    disciples    of    Christ    are    one 

family  in  him,  and  to  show  his  death  till  he  come. 
For  we  being  many  are  one  bread,   and  one  body. — 
1  Cor.  10.  17.    For  as  often  as  ye  eat  this  bread,  and 
drink  this  cup,  ye  do  shew  the  Lord's  death  till  he 
come. — 1   Cor.  11.  26. 

96.  Should  all  Christians  unite  in  this  Holy  Communion? 
They   should ;    for   Jesus   commands,    "This   do  in  re- 
membrance of  me." — Luke  22.  19. 

VI.  DUTIES  TO  GOD  AND  MAN 

97.  What  is  the  first  commandment? 

"Thou  shalt  have  no  other  gods  before  me." — Exod.. 
20.  3. 

98.  What  is  the  second  commandment? 

"Thou  shalt  not  make  unto  thee  any  graven  image, 
or  any  likeness  of  anything  that  is  in  heaven  above, 
or  that  is  in  the  earth  beneath,  or  that  is  in  the 
water  under  the  earth :  Thou  shalt  not  bow  down 
thyself  to  them,  nor  serve  them :  for  I  the  Lord  thy 
God  am  a  jealous  God,  visiting  the  iniquity  of  the 
fathers  upon  the  children  unto  the  third  and  fourth 
generation  of  them  that  hate  me;  And  showing  mercy 
unto  thousands  of  them  that  love  me,  and  keep  my 
commandments." — Exod.  20.  4-6. 
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pp.  What  is  the  third  commandment? 

"Thou  shalt  not  take  the  name  of  the  Lord  thy  God 
in  vain ;  for  the  Lord  will  not  hold  him  guiltless  that 
taketh  his  name  in  vain." — Exod.  20.  7. 

100.  What  is  the  fourth  commandment? 

"Remember  the  Sabbath-day,  to  keep  it  holy.  Six 
days  shalt  thou  labor,  and  do  all  thy  work:  But 
the  seventh  day  is  the  Sabbath  of  the  Lord  thy 
God :  in  it  thou  shalt  not  do  any  work,  thou,  nor  thy 
son,  nor  thy  daughter,  thy  manservant,  nor  thy 
maidservant,  nor  thy  cattle,  nor  thy  stranger  that 
is  within  thy  gates :  For  in  six  days  the  Lord 
made  heaven  and  earth,  the  sea,  and  all  that  in 
them  is,  and  rested  the  seventh  day:  wherefore  the 
Lord  blessed  the  Sabbath-day,  and  hallowed  it." — 
Exod.  20.  8-1 1. 

10 1.  What  is  the  fifth  commandment? 

"Honor  thy  father  and  thy  mother :  that  thy  days  may 
be  long  upon  the  land  which  the  Lord  thy  God 
giveth  thee." — Exod.  20.  12. 

102.  What  is  the  sixth  commandment? 
"Thou  shalt  not  kill."— Exod.  20.  13. 

103.  What  is  the  seventh  commandment? 

"Thou  shalt  not  commit  adultery." — Exod.  20.  14. 

104.  What  is  the  eighth  commandment? 
"Thou  shalt  not  steal."— Exod.  20.  15. 

105.  What  is  the  ninth  commandment? 

"Thou  shalt  not  bear  false  witness  against  thy  neigh- 
bor."— Exod.  20.  16. 

106.  What  is  the  tenth  commandment? 

"Thou    shalt   not   covet   thy   neighbor's    house,    thou 
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shalt  not  covet  thy  neighbor's  wife,  nor  his  man- 
servant, nor  his  maidservant,  nor  his  ox,  nor  his 
ass,  nor  anything  that  is  thy  neighbor's." — Exod.  20. 
17. 

107.  What    commandments    of    Christ    include    all    these 

duties  ? 
Jesus  said,  "Thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with 
all  thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy 
mind.  This  is  the  first  and  great  commandment. 
And  the  second  is  like  unto  it,  Thou  shalt  love  thy 
neighbor  as  thyself.  On  these  two  commandments 
hang  all  the  law  and  the  prophets." — Matt.  22.  37-40. 

108.  What  words  of  Jesus  are  called  "The  Golden  Rule"? 
"Whatsoever  ye  would  that  men  should  do  to  you,  do 

ye  even  so  to  them/' — Matt.  7.  12.

By  listening  to  the  voice   of  God,   repenting  of  our

no.  What  is  it  to  repent? 

It  is  to  be  sorry  for  our  sins,  to  forsake  them  all,  and 

to  turn  to  God. 
Let  the  wicked  forsake  his  way,  and  the  unrighteous 

man    his    thoughts:    and   let    him    return    unto    the 

Lord,    and    he    will    have    mercy    upon    him. — Isa. 

55.  7- 

1 11.  What  is  it  to  believe  on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ? 

It  is  to  accept  Jesus,  and  to  trust  Him  as  our  Saviour. 
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As  many  as  received  him,  to  them  gave  he  power  to 
become  the  sons  of  God,  even  to  them  that  be- 
lieve on  his  name. — John  i.  12. 

(Rom.  10.  9.) 

112.  Will  God  accept  us  if  we  trust  in  Jesus? 

He  will;   for  he  has  promised  to  accept  us,  and  his 

promise  cannot  fail. 
3?or  whosoever  shall  call  upon  the  name  of  the  Lord 

shall  be  saved. — Rom.  10.  13. 
(Matt.  11.  29.) 

113.  What  change  takes  place  in  us  when  God  accepts  us? 
God  gives  us  a  new  heart,  so  that  we  love  him,  and 

gladly  obey  him. 
A  new  heart  also  will  I  give  you,  and  a  new  spirit 
will  I  put  within  you. — Ezek.  36.  26. 

T14.  Is  it  our  duty  to  confess  Christ? 

Yes ;  we  are  required  to  confess  him. 
Whosoever   therefore   shall   confess   me  before   men, 
him  will  I  confess  also  before  my  Father  which  is 
in  heaven. — Matt.  10.  32. 

315.  How  can  we  confess  Christ? 

By  uniting  with  his  Church,  and  by  witnessing  for  him 

in  word  and  life. 
(Matt.  5.  16;  Rom.  10.  9,  10.) 
116  What  vow  do  we  take  when  we  unite  with  the  Church? 
We  take  the  vow  of  repentance,  faith,  and  obedience 
contained  in  the  Baptismal  Covenant. 

1 17.  How  may  we  continue  in  God's  favor  and  grow  in  the 

likeness  of  Christ? 
By  the  study  of  God's  word,  by  daily  prayer,  and  by 

a  life  of  service  for  Christ. 
The  life  which  I  now  live  in  the  flesh  I  live  by  the 
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faith  of  the  Son  of  God,  who  loved  me,  and  gave 
himself  for  me. — Gal.  2.  20. 

118.  What  is  the  final  reward  of  the  Christian  life? 

"Be  thou  faithful  unto  death,  and  I  will  give  thee  a 
crown  of  life." — Rev.  2.  10.
